Almost 
before the missile of death had exploded the 

arciists directed a murderous fire from 

eir revolvers upon the police, as if their ac- 
on was pre-arranged, and as the latter were 
mmedin on every side—ambuscaded—the 
ect of the fire upon the ranksof the officers 

fearfal. Whenthe police had recovered 

m the firstshock ofthe attack they ~ gal- 

tly charged upon their would-be murderers, 

ooting at every stepand mowing them down 
they, their fellow-officers, had been done by 
bomb. The anarchists fed in dismay be- 
re the charge, but everywhere they turved 
withering fire from the revolvers of the 
cemen followed and thinned their ranks. 
cowardly curs, finding that their attack 
not completely annihilate the ofticers, and 
that a force large enough to cope with them 
‘was left, fled in all directions, seeking the 
darkness of alleys, ho!lows and side streets to 
eécape the revengefal fire of the police, The 
collision between the police and the anarch- 
ists was brought about by the leaders of the 
latter, August Spies, Sam Fielden and ~A. R. 
Parsons, endeavoring to incite a large mass 
meeting to riot and bloodshed. 

From the socialistic headquarters there was 
issued late in the afternoon the following cir- 
cular, which was distributed throughout the 
laboring quarters of the city by the thousands: 

ATTENTION WORKINGMEN ! 

There willbeagreat mass meeting tonight at 
*-50 o'clock at the Haymarket, Randolph street 
between Desplaines and Halsted. Good speakers 
will be present to denounce the late atrocious act 
of the police in the shootingof our fellow workmen 


yesterday afternoon. 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 


At 3 o'clock a large crowd had collected on 
Desplaines street just north of Randolph ina 
dimly lighted spot, near which were many 
wagous and trucks, 

AUGUST SPIES WAS THE FIRST SPEAKER, 
and after a long, ramblimg talk on labor prob- 
lems he asked ‘“‘What means th's display of 
gatling guns, cannon, bayonets, patrol wagons 
and clubs? What means the calling out of 
the First Regiment’? Is it an entertainment 
for you, gentlemen? The demand of the 
McCormick men was reasonable, and yet 
McCormick denies that he is responsibie 
for the blood shed yesterday. I Qsay he lies. 


Ls He is responsible for the death of our brothers. 


[A voice} “Put him under the lake,” “A rope 
is better.””

Loud cheers followed this speech, and cries 
of “the lake!” and “‘the rope!” were heard from 
throats. 

PARSONS MAKES A HARANGUE. 

A. it. Parsons was the next speaker. He 
went into labor statistics largely, and defined 
the difference between trade unionists and so-

Legislation will never help you, 
never! Martin Foran went tocongress in the inter- 
ests of labor; and he tells you no Iegisiation can be 
had for workingmen. Caa’t we find some? When 
2 rich man understands thatit is noi healthy to 
liveamong a lot of discontented workmen, we 
shall be able to get legislation, and not before.” 

That the mob was in sympathy with his ut- 

mees was evinced by wild applause, which 
wasaccorded him. Whilethis was going on. 
Captain Bonfield and Captain Ward, with 
nearly two hundred policemen, had been wait- 
ing patiently in the station for the socialists to 
disperse or to commit some act of lawlessness. 


© When the officers who had been sent to miu- 


e with the.s returned and reported the tem- 
r of the anarchists, both captains came to 
he conclusion that prompt measures onl; 
would avert another serious riot. The order 
“fallin” went round among the lieutenants 
with lightning rapidity. It was repeated to 


the men and they jumped into their places 


with accuracy and precision, prepared for 
MARCH ON THE ANARCHISTS. 
There were five companies in all, comman’- 
ed by the following licutenants,in the order 
Lieutenants Bowler, Stanton, Hubbard. Pen-

Captains Bonfield and Ward took positions 


- at the head of the line, which was marched to 


a pointalmost 100 fect north of Randolph 
street; when the front column reawhed the 
sperker’s wagon, Captain Bontield ordered 
“halt!” and cried: 

“In the name of the state of Illinois, | com- 
mand this crowd to disperse.” 

As the words left his mouth a spluttering 
spark of fire arched through the air from the 
opening of the alley and over the speaker's 
wagon. It wasthe burning fuse of a dynamite 
bow). It was well aimed in its deadly mission 
and fell directly in the middle 
of the strect and between the 
two first double columus of poli 


«ith aterrible sullen roar, seeming to shake 
the earth, Men, fearfally wounded and dying 
fellon all sides. The death dealing contents 
of the bomb reached almost tothe rear ranks. 
Twenty-bino mangled officers were gro3ning 
on the ground. A gatling gun could? not 
have cut a wider swath. 
A SCENE OF HORROR FOLLOWED, 

the details of which may never be kuowa. 
The officers were demoralized, and for an in- 
stant broke ranks, but almost instantly re- 
covered their presence of mind. 

Before, however, they had time to realize 
the destruction which had been wroughtzin 
their ranks, erowds of anarchists gathered in 
front and on either side of them and opened 
tire with revolvers at almost point blank range.

avarchists did not sustain the charge an in- 
stant, but fled as soon asthey could distinguish 
the blue coats and bright buttons of the offi- 
cers through the smoke from their revolvers. 
The cracking of these weapons was incessant 


for five minutes, and only once was 
anything like a volley fired by either 
side, This was fired by the anarch- 


ists when the bomb exploded{in the ranks of the 
police, thus showing that they had been 
carefully drilled before hand to act in concert. 
When the officers emptied their pistols they 
used them as clubs, and it is quite probable 
that . 

NUMBERS OF SKULLS WERE FRACTURED. 
With the revolver shot cracking like the tat- 
too ofthe mighty drum and the ballets sing- 
ing in the airthe mob plunged away into the 
darkness with a yell ofr... ~4 fear. It was 
an indeseribable scramble for lite. 

The list of names of the kilied or so badly 
wounded as to need treatment in the hospitals 
foots up to 63, of whom 41 are policemen. 
Three policemen are dead, four are evidently 
dying and three others are very likely to die. 
Wounds from the bomb were frightful. Small 
pieces of zinc haye been extracted from the 
wounds of the officers, caused probably by 
fragments of the bombs. Some of the officers 
were hurt by fragments of bombs and were 
shot besides. Some of the officers had three or 
four gunshot wounds. The socialists obtained 
their guns from a saloon used as their head- 
quarters, at the corner of Lake and Desplainues 
streets, within one block of the point where the 
bombs were thrown. They fired from behind 
barrels, trucks, boxes, and from the deorways. 

PARSONS AND HIS DUSKY WIFE, 

Parsons, one of the incendiary speakers of 
last night, has a negro wife. He and his wife 
were in the saloon when the firiug began, and 
disappeared when the mob was driven away. 
The angry mob threatenod to destroy the drug 
store atthe corner of Eighteenth street and 
Center avenue this morning. The proprietor 
hasa telephone, and the mob accused him of 
sending warning to the police last night. The 
patrol wagon took the draggist and his family 
tothe police stationanda guard was placed 
over the store. 

Messrs. Spier, Fielding and Parsons were 
found at 8 o’clock this morning in consulta- 
tion in the office of the Arbeiter Zeitung and 
locked up at the central pol ce station. Fielding 
was suffering from a gunshot wound in the 
leg. They were inclined to be ugly when 
questioned as to their identity, but a few short 
sentences from the policemen made them per- 
fectiy submissive. Spies’ brother and a man 
named [Schwab, assistant editors of the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung, were found with August Spies 
and were also arrested. 

THE MILITIA READY FOR ACTION, 

The sheriff has not yet been called on,but the 
militia are in their armories ready to tura out 
at &@ moment's notice. Between three and 
four hundred of the police have been armed 
with Springfield rifles, and every man on the 
force is armed with forty-four calibre revolvers. 

The police are rapidly collecting evidence 
against the chief conspirators among the an- 
archists, They searched Spies’ office this 
morning snd found absolute proof that inflam- 
matory circulars, mentioned in these dispateh- 
and headed: ‘Revenge, Workingmen to 
Arms!” and another headed: ‘Attention, 
Workinemen!” were found with form in type. 
These were taken possession of and locked up 
in the central station as evidence that Spies 


es, 


and Sehwab directly incited the riot and 
bloodshed, Anarchist Parsons has 
bot been. captured. as at first re- 


ported. He is stili hiding. Editor Schwab 
was mistaken for him when the first arrests 
were made at the cftice of the Arbeiter Zeitung. 
Inspector Beniield raided Zeipi’s hall, corner 
of Lake and Desplaines streets this morning. 
Here were found alot of muskets, red flags 
and Gverman books expounding socialistic doc- 
trines. Nearly $10,000 has already been sub- 
scribed on ’change for the families of the 
wounded and dead officers. 
\NOTHER RALD ON SPIES. 

Shertly after noon the police made another 
raid on the office of the Arbeiter Zeitung. They 
arrested & manin the oftice, who, on being 
searched, produced a large revolver and a dirk 
knife. He was placed under arrest. In the 
oihce was found several boxes of dynamite and 
a number of red flags and incendiary banners. 
They were all seized. 

- ARRESTING THE PRINTERS. 

Maror Harrison, with several detectives, 
visited the Arbeiter Zeitung office today, and 
held a consultation with Oscar Neibe, who 
said he did not belong to the office, but was 
employed to get out the paper. The mayor 
told him the paper would not be issued until 
inspected by Mr. Hand, whom he would send 
for that purpose. 
ing of an inflammatory nature should appear 
in the paper. Before the paper was issued, 


however, another raid was made on the 
printing ofiice, and twenty-five print- 
ers were arrested and arraigned i be- 
fore’ Justice Merchand, charged = with 
murder, Their cases were continued until 
the 14th, - Bail was refused. 


The dynamite found in the Arbeiter Zeitung 
office was taken to the lake front and explo- 
ded. The effect was terrible. A pieec about 
the size of a hen’s egg was placed in a coup- 
ling link and exploded, and the heavy iron 
was scattered into fine bits. 

RAIDING A DRUG STORE. 
\ mob of 6,000 to 8,000 persons reassembled 


| near the corner of Eighteenth street and Cen- 


teruvenue at noon and raided Rosenfield’s 
drug store, carrying off everything portable 
in the store. They then raided a liquer store 
in the vicinity kept by a man named Wesis- 
kopf, carrying away or drinking all the liquor. 
Wemen and children joined in this raid. The 
police returned to the scene and succeeded in 
dispersing the mob. 

It is learned that Schwab, one of the men 
now under arrest, addressed these strikers last 
nicht urging them to this course. 

KNIGHTS OF LABOR OFFER THEIR SERVICES. 

The striking freight handlers had intended 
making a parade today, but have igsued orders 
countermanding it. ‘They also adopted resolu- 
tions condemning the anarchists and tender- 
igggpheir services if needed to presexge the 
Pp Cc peace.

A POLICEMAN’S STOBY# 

“There were nineteen of my company of the 
twenty-five shot,” said Lieutenant Bowler, a 
six-foot-two officer who headed the squad into 
which the bombs were thrown. He was sitting 
surrounded by the uninjured survivors of his 
little band at’ Desplaines street station. ‘“‘I 
never beard dynamite explode before, and I 
don’t want toagain. It deafened me and all 
the men who did not receive deadly wounds. 
There was ove company ahead of mine and 
four behind us: We had just come to a 
halt, ready for the next order, 
which would have been a flank 
movement. The bomb came from close te the 
speakers wagon. I saw and heard it coming, 
but it exploded too quick for anybody to have 
done anything with 1t or get out of the way. 
I was kuockeddown by the explosion, but 
not wounded. Then when I recovered my- 
eelf, my sergeant fell into my arms badly hurt. 
It was a terrible time, I can tell you. They 
had everytbing cut and dried.”’ 

TUE VIGILANTE COMMITTEE. 

Two evening papers publish the following: 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE VIGILANTE COMMITTEE, 
May 5.— Meet sbarp at 1:40, A. R., 78, 5th iustant. 
Lusiness of great importance, Spies, Parsons and 
Schwab, and others of their kind, beware. The 
rope does its work quick. The massacre of our 
brave policemen must be avenged. By order of 
the executive committtee. (Signed) , age 

Shortly after six o’clock tonight a pistol was 
fired from a saloon on Desplaines street at two 
cficers on guard near the St. Paul freight 
yard. Officer Madden, who was near the 
saloon, ran into it and grappled with the man 


who fired the revolver. In the scuffle 
the man pressed its muzzle against 
Madden’s breast and fired. Madden 


then shot his assailantin some manner. Mad- 
den and his prisoner, locked in each otherg, 
arms, rolled to the floor, just as Officers Dal 
and Hartnett reached the saloon. The com- 
panion of Madden’s assailant had vanished. 
Both Madden and his prisoner were taken 
back to the county hospital. Doctors say the 
man was somewhat under the influence of 
liquor, and the result of his injury cannot yet 
be told. A paper foundgn his possession shows 
that his name is John Loffelbard, of Engle- 
wood, a railroad station just south of the 
city. Officer Madden’s wound is mortal. 

THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

The inquest over the remains of Police 0f- 
cer Diegan, who was murdered by the an- 
archists mob last night, was begun this after- 
noon and euded at 8:40 tonight. The men ar- 
rested at the office cf the Arbeiter Zeitung 
were present as prisoners. and witnesses. 
August Spies and Michael Schwab, two of the 
prisoners, made statements in their own be- 
half, which damaged rather than helped them. 
Schwab admitted that he did not believe in a 
personalGod. Schwab wasasked a great many 
questions and as they were plied to him 
he grew pale and excited and the perspiration 
stood on his forehead. Fielding made a state- 
ment that was uninteresting and unimportant. 
ife said that he never carried anything more 
dangerous than a pen knife. August Spiés did 
not make a statement and the jury retired. 
The jury were out halfan hour before agreo- 
ing upon a verdict. They recommended. that 
all the prisoners be held for murder. The 
prisoners were held without bail. ‘The jury 
also recommended that Parsons be appre- 
hendedand beld, Some sensational evidence 
was given at the inquest. 

DESCRIBING THE MISSILES. 

“J made search of the Arbeiter-Zeitung 
office,” said Offiger Martin Marks. “On a 
shelf ina recess @Spies 8 private room,! found 
a bundle marked ‘Adams express company.’ 
This bag contained a lot of sawdust, sand and 
nitro-glycerine, It looked exactly the same 
as what we found on Desplaines street after 
the bomb exploded last night, only it was not 
so hard. Witnes#described the effect of the 
explesion on some rocks. Fragments of 
boulders were carried away immense distances, 
“Most ot the stuti,’ concluded the officer, “Is 
stored ina yault, and one of our men, who is 
ep expert, says there isenough in it to blow 
up this building.” 

The coroner moved uneasily in his seat, and 
witness signed his deposition. The powder 
in bomb found today was what is known as 
“giant” powder. This, in its ordinary form, 
is brown paper mixed with nitro-glycerine, 
hut in this case was mixed with sand. The 
effect of this is to make the wound inflicted 
by it more ghastly and ugly than they would 
be if it was caused by an explosion in its origi- 
nel form. A sister of August Spies came to 
central station today and after considerable 
talking, Lieutenant Kipley elicited from her 
a contession thata third brother, who was in 
last night’s affair. was lying dangeronsly ill at 
his home. It is thought that he will die. 

PARSONS’S NEGRO WIFE. 

Mrs. A, R. Parsons, wife of the fugitive 
anarchist, was arrested this afternoon and was 
Jocked up at Central station. She was present 
this morning when the officers made the raid 
on the Arbeiter Zeitung building, but the offi- 
cers did not then wish to atrest her. They 
had planned to shadow her, hoping that she 
would make some appointment with her hus- 
band, so that the latter could he captured. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH SPIES. 

In an interview tonight, August Spies, in 
a cell at central station, claimed that he 
attended last evening’s meeting reluctantly, 
and went more tocalm the crowd than with 
any other intention. Said he: 

“I consider the throwing of that bomb a 
most irrational proceeding. It shouid not 
have been done under the circumstances. I 
have no objection to the use of dynamite. Peo- 
ple have arrived at a certain state where they 
do all kinds of violence. We have predicted 
these things tocome. They were a necessity. 
Yes, | have advocated in my s;eeches the use 
of force.” 

“Are you in favor of killing the police with 
dynamite?’ was asked. 

“Well, that all depends on circumstances. 
If you have an enemy you must kill him. I 
look upon the policeas representatives of the 
capitalistic class. As class, the police do 
something which, in my opinion, is antagonis- 
tic tothe welfare of society, and therefore, 
they must be removed,” 

“You do not care for 
Spies?”’ 

“lam opposed to the present laws. I am 
oppeeed to ail laws, J consider them inimical 
tothe furtheranceg@ftsocial growth. Ail the 
gocd any legislature eyer did was to abolish 
laws that-the preceding legislatures made.” 

“Do you consider work of Tuesday night a 
victory ?” 

“No; i¢ was disgusting—a mere unorganized 
outbreak of those people.” 

“Now, that you are in this place, Mr. Spies, 
do you consider yourself a martyr?” 

“OF course—whé@else would you cal® it?” 
replied Spics, witha forced laugh. Then he 
added: 

“No, Iam no martyr,

210,750 by railroads centering in 
Chicago, 21,500 by firms in the 
hardware trade, and the re: ainder by private 
individuals. The wholesak grocers also are 
raising a large fundto betu ed over tomor- 
row. So far none of them contributed an 
amount less than one hundred dollars.

WHICH CHEATS THE GUARD OUT 
OF THE PRIZE. 


The Grand Drill of Alithe Companies at the Chat- 
ham Centennial—The First Appearance of ths 
Gate City Guard, and their Final 
Break Today's Programme. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 5.—({Special.]—The 
grand drill 1s over, and the Gate City Guard 
will not carry the three thousand five hun- 
dred dollar prize money away. 

Fully ten thousand people were on the 
grounds to see the companies contest for the 
cbampionship, and every one who was present 
was delighted with the show presented. Be- 
fore the drill began the Gate City Guard, the 
Montgomery Greys and the Savannah Cadets 
were decidedly the favorites. The Greys had 
more admirers on the ground than any other 
coipany, even more than the Cadets. The 
Guard was well up in the opinion of the andi- 
ence, but their inexcusable and foolish error 
of yesterday caused agreat loss of confidence 
inthem. Stijl this company was selected by 
mapy as the winner of the second place. 

THE CONTEST OPENS. 

The contest began with the German Fus- 
liers on the ground, The palmetto state was 
well represented in the grand stand, and as 
the company wade its appearance, loud cheer- 
ing greeted them. Their drilling was more 
magnificent thanon the preceding day, and 
when the men marched off the ground they 
knew they bad a chance to secure the prize. 
The Greys came next. No military company 
could present a more pleasing appearance than 
the Greys. Themembers are all young, large, 
and handsome. The uniforms are new, and 
are made of the best goods, They move with 
ease and precision, and as they passed up on 
the drill ground, the people in the grand stand 
arose and applauded. The captain presented 
his company to the judges, as on the previous 
day, and after the inspection the drill was 
begun. The men worked as one, and in less 
than five minutes their perfection was appa- 
rent. The captain showed himself thoroughly 
competent to handle the men for the first prize. 
and the men were Willing to obey him. In 24 
minates the Greys had gone through the 
drill and were marched off the field, 
The company made very few errors and was 
universally complimented. 

The Savannah (Cadets entered the drill 
ground in good style, and were loudly cheered. 
It required thirty-eight minutes for the com- 
pany to do the same thing that the (Greys had 
donein twenty-four, and when they returned 
to their tents it was without any hope of the 
prize. Tarly in the contest the company went 
to pieces. The men lost their heads, and the 
judges were kept busy checking up demerits. 

The Montgomery Biuves entered with an 
even,easy step, which caught the vastassembly, 
The company astonished their friends and 
even themselves.

He 
says it is MRathlin,” a disease that resembles 
hoth measles-and scarlet fever. It is severer 
than the former, but not so fatal az the 
Jatter. It was formerly considered hy the 
masses as One variety of measles. Many of 
the symptoms connected with it are similar to 
ecarlet fever, and the fact that 1t was mistaken 
for the latter complaint is quite natural. 

Your correspondent interviewed Dr, Walker 
on the subject, and he says he has seen nothing 
but measles. He stated further that scarlet 
fever always appeared in epidemic form, and 
notendemic. It remains to be seen whether 
this will spread as an epidemic or not. Bat 
after all, what’sin a name? The complaint 
by any other name would prove quite as 
troublesome, and your correspondent joins 
with all good people in hoping that it may vet 
prove not to be scarlet fever, and that what- 
ever it is it may not assume the shape of an 
epidemic.

The names of 
sixty-nine scientists are borne on the pay- 
rolls of the survey, and some of them re- 
ceive $4,000 a year. Tenn farnishes 
Mr.J.M Safford; Alabama, Prof.W.C.Stubbs 
and Professor E. A. Smith, and Kentucky, 
Mr. John B. Proctor, state geologist. Geor- 
gia is not represented in the list. 
. Major Powell has charge of the geological 
and ethnological bureaus, and if all the 
printing he has ordered is completed during 
the present fiscal year, the bill will be 
As to the real value 
of the publications of the geo- 
jogical survey, Mr. Herbert says: ‘‘The 
jaw of its organization requires the survey to 
sell its publications not exchanged at cost 
and turn the proceeds into the treasury. 
The whole amount thus realized in six 
years is $1,543.10. So it appears that the 
annual demand in the markets of the world 
for the publications of the geological survey, 
to support which the government has made 
such extravagant appropriations, has been 
$257.18."’ Ifany regular system or order 
had been adhered to, the undersigned cannot 
but think that after a lapse of nearly seven 
years from its organization some portion at 
least of a regular map would have been 
completed. Noexact estimate is given by 
the director of the amount of money which 
will be required to complete the sarvey. He 
states, however, that it should be accom- 
plished within twenty-four years. At the 
rate of the present appropriation, $704,000, 
this would amount to about $17,000,000.

The Farmers and Their Needs. 

The convention of South Carolina farmers, 
recently in session at Culumbia, has ad- 
journed. There was an attempt to use the 
meeting for political purposes, and during 
the session there was considerable excite- 
ment as well as éonfusion. 

The.gonclusions of the farmers are pre- 
sented in the resolutions of the convention. 
They say the general depression of the 
farming interests throughout the southern 
states is not the result of bad legislation or 
unwise administration, but is to be traced 
directly to the unwise system of raising all 
cotton and buying in foreign markets every- 
thing used on the farm. 

The present impoverished condition of the 
farmers of the state- (we «note from the 
News and Courier) is attributed to the fol- 
lowing causes: First, a fulse idea of the 
profits of cotton crops; second, a ruinous 
system of tenantry; third, a ruinous system 
of farming without care for the preservation 
of the fertility of the soil: fourth, a careless 
and willful giving away of hard-earned 
money for worthless commercial fertilizers; 
fifth, the shameful neglect to raise the neces- 
sary supplies for home consumption; sixth, 
the careless and unbusinesslike manner of 
managing, of financiering and of contracting 
debts; seventh, the great want of practical 
fellowship among ‘‘furmers;’’ eighth, the 
neglect to raise stock suflicient to supply the 
farm. 

This is somewhat in the nature of com- 
plaints made in Georgia ten years ago. The 
farmers of this state have been slowly free- 
ing themselves from the results described 
above, and, while the emancipation has been 
gradual, it has been sure. Indeed, there are 
mavy farmers in this state who are still in 
the condition of the South Carolina farmers, 
but in every county there are to be found a 
score Or more of farmers who have made a 
success of the business of farming. A few 
years ago THE CONSTITUTION printed the 
names of hundreds of successful farmers in 
Georgia, together with a history of their 
methods and management. 

The example of these successful farmers 
has had its effect on every farmer in the 
state, and we may say with truth that Geor- 
gia farmers have emancipated themselves 
from many of the evils that encompassed 
them and much of the bad management 
which characterized their methods ten years 
ago. Nevertheless, it may be said that the 
farmers of this state are not prosperous as a 
class, Good management and strict busi- 
ness methods have gone a great way toward 
improving their condition; but they are the 
victims of circumstances which time alone 
may mitigate. 

The best they can now do is to raise their 
own tarm supplies and make their own fer- 
tilizers, making cotton a supplemental crop. 
The closest managers make themselves com- 
fortably successful by following this plan; 
but there is a measure of success above and 
beyond this which our farmers deserve, aud 
to which they would attain if the conditions 
were different. A farmer may raise his 
own supplies, depend on cotton fur a 
money crop and succeed fairly: but 
until the conditions in the south 
are different, it is idle to talk of the diversi- 
fied farming about Which we have heard so 
much. The farmers are neither old fogies 
nor fools, and they know very well that 
there is only one crop for which they find a 
ready and unfailing market. That crop is 
cotton, and they,will continue to raise cot- 
ton until they have ready markets for other 
crops. 

The great need of the southern farmer to- 
day is home markets. When he has these 
home markets, then he will be able to di- 
versify his farm products and to reach the 
success that really belongs, under reasonable 
conditions, to his calling. Wherever the 
farmer has a home market for his produce, 
there he will be successful. His land will 
be improved, its value advanced, and the re- 
sults of bis labor satisfactory. To take an 
instance, the farmers around Atlanta find a 
market here for all varieties of fruits and 
vegetables, for poultry, for eggs, for butter 
and milk, and for pork and beef and muat- 
ton, and the market here for these things is 
as unfailing as the market for cotton. To 
what extent they take advantage of this can 
be judged by those who take the trouble to 
investigate the matter. 

It is true, every farmer cannot have a 
‘market right at his door, but the condition 
of affairs can be immensely improved by the 
building up of industries in the south. 
There is now, and there has been for some 
time, a very hopefnl movement in this direc- 
tion, but this movement is not by any means 
as satisfactory as it would be if capitalists 
who have money to invest could be sure that 
the cranks and theorists in congress would 
not disturb values by tinkering with the

The London correspondent of the New 
York Times estimates the vote in this man- 
ner:. There are fifty-five liberals pledged 
against the bill on principle. Some of these 
will refrain from voting. There are two 
hundred and forty-eight members, including 
one bundred and thirty-four non-office-hold- 
ers, twenty-eight ministers and eighty-six 
Irishmen, ready to support the bill. The 
undecided list is pnt up by experts at one 
hundred and fourteen. The tories cannot 
capture more than ten of these votes, and 
tive will probably not vote at all. This 
will leave Gladstone a majority of twenty. 
The Birmingham Post estimates the number 
of liberal defections at one hundred and 
eleven, which would defeat the government 
by nearly thirty. Another observer has 
tabulated with great care the names of all 
liberals who have yet given distinct signs of 
Opinion on the scheme. The number of so- 
called *‘cave-men’’ is the minimum 69, max- 
imum 79; ten being uncertain. “Allowing 
five per cent off each party for absentees, 
and counting Parnellites 86, this gives the 
government a majority of three if the maxi- 
mum defection holds good, and twenty-three 
ifthe minimum. ‘The liberal whips place 
Mr. Gladstone’s vote at 350, and his majority 
at thirty-seven. 

The vote depends to some extent, how- 
ever, upon the changes made in the bill 
during the committee stage. But go as it 
may, home rule isa certainty. If the bill 
is defeated, it is clear that parliament will 
be dissolved, and an appeal made to the 
people. By that time the subject will be 
well discussed and understood, and the re- 
sult is scarcely doubtful. Home-rale in 
Ireland would then be followed by home- 
rule in Scotland, Wales and England itself— 
four local parliaments for domestic affairs, 
and «an imperial parliament with a jurisdic- 
tion confined to imperial affairs. Such a 
federation is already freely discussed, and it 
finds favor as a measure of piactical politics 
to clear away trouble and secure the abso- 
lute unity of the empire.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—[Special.}—The house 
committee on territories held an igpportant 
mecting today, every member being present, 
The committce at a previous meeting ordered - 
an adverse report on the senate bill for admit- 
ting the southern half of Dakota into the 
union as a state. Today the vote was first 
taken on Chairman Hill’s bill to organize the 
territory into two territories and submit the 
question of division to the people of both terri- 
tories.. The committee refused to take up and 
consider this bill, by the following vote: 

Yeas— Messrs. Struble, Baker, Cooper, Herman, 
Syms, republicans, and Chairman Hill, democrat— 
” Naye- Messrs, Springer, Spriggs, Barnes, Boyle, 
Sadler, Perry and Dawson, democrats—seven. 


The question was then taken up on 
considering Mr. Baker’s bill, which 
proposed to divide the terri- 
tory into two territories differing in 


several respects of detail from the Hill bill, 
but the committee refused to take the bill up 
by the same vote. The question was then 
taken upon taking and considering the 
Springer bill to provide an enabling act for the 
ission of the whole territory into the 
union as one state, and was decided in the 
affirmative, the democrats all voting aye, ex- 
cept Chairman Hill, who voted “no” with the 
republicans. , A motion was made to amend 
the Springer bill by striking out the section 
requiring a minority representation in the 
election of delegates. This was lost, all the 
democrats, except Chairman Hill, voting in 
the negative. The question was then put 
upon reporting the Springer bill to the 
house, with a recommendation that it pass. 
his was lost, Dawson and Hill, democrats, 
voting with the republicans. The question 
was then put upon reporting the bill adverse- 
ly, which was lost, all the democrats voting in 
the negative except the chairman.

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BOUNTY FOR SOLDIERS. 


An Argument in the House Takes a Political 
Turn. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—In the house, the day 
being set aside for the consideration of busi- 
ness reported from the committee on military 
affairs,-the first bill called up which was con- 
sidered in committee of the whole was one fer 
the relief of certain officers of the volunteer 
ary. : 

It provides that all soldiers of the late war 
who re-enlisted as veteran volunteers and 
afterwards were discharged, to receive promo-— 
tion and receive commissions as officers in the 
army, shall be paid all installments of the 
veteran bounty which were withheld from 
them ou account of their being so commis- 
sioned and mustered the same as they would 
have been entitled to receive had they com- 
pleted their term of enlistment without pro- 
motion and received an honorable discharge. 

After an argument in support of the bill by 
Mr. Laird, of Nebraska, Mr. Hewitt, of New 
York, took the floor in opposition to the meas- 
ure. He made a speech against the tendency 
to extravagance with public money and said 
what was needed was relief from excessive 
taxation, more economical expenditure and 
some measure of relief to the laboring classes. 

This started a political debate in which 
scarcely any reference was made to the pend- 
ing measure. 

On motion of Mr. Holman, of Indiana, an 
amendment was adopted, extending the pro- 
visions of the act to the widows of such re- 
enlisted volunteers as may be deceased. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, offered an amend- 
went extending the provisions of the bill to 
enlisted men in the navy and marine corps. 
At first many of the democrats refrained from 
voting, and left the committee without a quo- 
rum, but after roll calla quorum appeared, and 
the amendment was adopted—127 to 72. 
~ Pending farther action the committee rose, 
and at 5 p.m. the house took a recess until 
7:30, the evening session to be for the cousid- 
eration of business reported from the military 
committee. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

The first bill called up by the military com- 
mittee at the evening session was that to in- 
ase the efficiency of the line of the army:

WASHINGTON, May 5.—George Jones, of the 
New York Times, was the first witness called be- 
fore the telephone investigating committee today. 
He said he was related to the Times as an owner 
end had a small voice in its editorial management. 
He declined to name the chief of the editorial 
staff on the ground that the committee had no 
right to inquire into the internal affairs of the 
paper.

The Bell company,took 2,000 copies of the issue, 
and other firms took more or less copies ofthe paper 
containing their notices. No money had been paid 
tothe Times in this connection except for adver- 
tisements. It bad paid out for telegrams, corre- 
spondence, etc., three times the amount it had re- 
ceived for the Bell advertisement in procuring and 


resenting facts in the interest of the people. Not 
€s8 than $2,500 had been so expended.

Since 1828 he had supported liberal measures and 
men cniy. Continuing he said Mr, Gladsione 
taunted him, or men like him, with being seceders 
from the liberal*party, but the speaker was an 
older liberal than the premier and would tell bim 
that the taunt was not well based and that 
Glsdstone himself was a real seceder from liberal- 


ism because he had adopted the home rule idea, ; 


not for the reason that it comported with his party 
principles, but simply because he found its adop- 
tion necessary as an expedient to secure the Irish 
vote in parliament to support his government.

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BYRON HOLLEY. 
ST. PHILIP'S VESTRY WILL CALL 
HIM TO THE RECTORATE. 


The Parish Meeting at the Chapel Yesterday—The 
Proposed Call Approved—It Will be Without 
Condition—Sketech of the New Hector 


The vestry of St. Philip’s church will extend 
a call to the Rev. Byron Holley, of Darien. | 

At 11 o’clock yesterday morning a parish 
meeting was held in the chapel on Washington 
street, to hear the vestry’s report, under the 
resolution adopted at the annual election on 
Easter Monday. 

Fifteen minutes preceding the commence- 
ment ofthe meeting, half adozen ladies and 
one gentleman occupied the chapel. They 
were in excellent spirits and appeared to be 
determined to dwell in peace and unity 
forever, “far from the madding crowd’s igno- 
ble strife.’’ 

Up near the platform two ladies suddenly 
discovered that they had formerly resided in 
Charleston, 8. C., and delightedly entered into 
a lively discussion of old friends in that city. 

Nobody said a word about Dr, Armstrong. 

Nobody said a word about Bishop Beckwith. 

At eleven o’clock exactly, ex-Governor 
Bullock entered, accompanied by a gentleman 
with whom he good-humoredly conversed. 
Within the next ten minutes other gentlemen 
dropped in, some accompanied by ladies, until 
all told there were present twenty male mem- 
bers of the parish and fifteen female members. 
A short wait occurred, and then Ex-Governor 
Bullock arose and said: 

“T move that Rey. W. H. Hunt be requested 
to take the chair.” 

The motion was seconded, and upon being 
put by Ex-Governor Bullock, was unanimously 
carried. 

Rev. Mr. Hunt slipped a small prayer book 
from his coat pocket, mounted the platform,said 
“Let us pray,’’ and read two short prayers. As 
he arose from his knees, he said: 

“Will Mr. Jervey act as secretary?” 

Somebody informed him that Mr. Jervey was 
not present. 

“Well, then,” he said, “wll Mr. E. P. King 
act as secretary””’ 

Mr. King made no reply, but walked up to 
the secretary’s table and prepared for busi- 
ness. 

THE VESTRY REPORTS. 

Ex-Governor Bullock, who had moved up to 
a front seat, obtained the floor and said: 

“Mr. Chairman: In behalf of the Vestry of 
St. Philip’s church, I desire to report to this 
meeting that we are prepared to extend a call 
to the Rev. Byron Holley of Darien, to be- 
come the rector of St. Pkilip’s church, without 
condition. I desire to say, further, that as the 
resolution offered by me at the last parish 
meeting seems to have been unsatisfactory to 
some, I emphatically disclaim having had any 
intention to be discourteous, or to reflect in 
any way upon the judgment of the gentlemen 
at the time serving St. Philip’s as vestrymeu. 
I now give notice that I shall move to recon- 
sider that resolution.” 

e ex-governor’s remarks were received 
with silence. 

When he took his seat, some lively caucus- 
ing ensucd, lasting several minutes. 

When affairs appeared to be in proper con'i- 
tion to admit of a motion, the ex-governor 
moved that the proposed action of the vestry be 
approved, The motion was seconded and car- 
ricd unenimously. 

“IT now move,” said the ex-governor, again 
obtaining the floor, “that my resolution 
adopted at the last parish meeting be recon- 
sidered. IT hareno pride of opinion about 
the matter. I thought that in so important a 
matter as the calling of a rector the members 
of the parish had the right to express their 
will. ‘Those that are here today may vote on 
the motion to r@gonsider as they please, with- 
out offense to me.”’ 

A voice—‘‘Read the resolution.” 

Ex-Governor Bullock—-“Mr. Jervey,the sec- 
retary of the last meeting, is absent with the 
resOlution. In effect, it was that whenever 
the vestry was ready to call a rector, its pro- 
posed action should first be submitted to the 
approval of a parish meeting.” 

NOT RECONSIDERED. 

Colonel FE. N. Broyles arose, and with great 
deliberation said: 

“T can see no objection to reconsidering ex- 
Governor Bulleck’s resolution, but I can see 
nothing wrong in the resolution as it stands. 
The vestry certainly has a right to call a rec- 
tor: but the members of that body are the re- 
presentatives of the people of the parish, and 
should be willing to be ruled by the people’s 
instructions. But, if the resolution has of- 
fended any members of the parish, let it be 
repealed. I have been elected a member of 
the vestry, and skall accept and will endeavor 
faithfully to discharge my duties. [Applause. ] 
I am willing to vote to reconsider.” 

Dr. J. C. Olmstead—“I coincide with the po- 
sition taken by the gentleman who has just 
taken his seat, as far-as it relates to unwilling- 
ness to give offense to any member of the par- 
ish, but I am opposed to reconsidering the 
resolution. I am opposed to reconsidering, 
because I do not think that we 
should be influenced by the adverse comments 
of those that opposed the resolution when it 
was adopted.” 

Captain E.S.Gay—“I am on both sides of the 
question. Itis one to be carefully considered. 
I am inclined to believe that it would be un- 
fortunate to reconsider and repeal the resolu- 
tion, hecause it would have the appearance of 
a reflection upon the discretion of the former 
vestry. I donot believe that any vestry of 
St. Philip’s would call a rector against the 
wishes of the parish. 1 want nowto do every- 
thing that will harmonize our differences. I 
am opposed to reconsidering the resolution.” 

Ex-Governor Bollock—‘ I have no feelin; 
the matter. I made the motion to reconsi. 
simply to allow the meeting todo as it ple::- 
ed.” 
Major J. H. Ketner—“I am opposed to recon- 
sideration. If the resolution should be repeal- 
ed, it would look likea reflection upon those 
vestrymen that refused to serve under it.” 

Major Ketner’s remarks ended the discus- 
sion. 

CONCLUSION OF THE MATTER. 

The chairman put the motion. The vote 
was overwhelmingly against reconsideration, 
and was so declared. 

Ex-Governor Bullock arose as soon as the 
result was announced, and said: 

“T am sorry that the motion was lost, as 
Major Ketner’s remarks may be construed to 
mean that I offered it with the intention of 
casting a reflection upon the gentlemen he 
mentioned.” | 

Major Ketner di@laimed any intention to 
cast a reflection upon the ex-governor. 

The latter reseived the disclaimer with 
smiles and bows. 

There being no other business, the meeting 
adjourned without day. 

The vacancies caused in the vestry by the 
resignations of the three members last elected, 
have been filled by the election of Colonel E. 
N. Broyles, Dr. J. C, Olmstead and Mr. W. H. 
Parkins. These gentlemen have signified 
their acceptance. 

Rev. Byron Holley, who will be called to the 
rectorate, is a native of New York state. He

Northern Comment on the Reception of Mr. Davis in 
Alabama and Georgia—The Lest Great Sec- 
tiomal Debate in Congress— Better Work 
for the Puture— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—[Special.]}—To the 
observer of events in Washington the recep- 
tion of Mr. Jefferson Davis in Alabama and 
Georgia has brought some pregnant sugges- 
tions. The most cheering of. these points to

Washington during the session of 
congress is the best place in 


the United States for the study of popular 
sentiment. Every state and territory is rep- 
resented here. Besides the three hun- 
dred and thirty-two representatives 
and delegates in’ the house 
and the seventy-six senators there are promi- 
nent citizens representing the intelligence 
and characteristics of every section of the 
country to be seen at all times in this city. 
Washington is the political pulse of the United 
States. Any local movement or the throb of 
any local sensation is almost instantly discern- 
ible from this standpoint. The average 
copgressman is asensitiveand delicately ¢ad- 
justed indicator of the sentiment in 
his district, A close canvassof the views 
of the congressman will give a wonderfuily 
accurate knowledge of public opinion in this 
government. 

As to the tributes to Mr. Davis, the remark- 
ably good-tempered comments of the press of 
the north bave not excelled in generosity the 
feelings of the leaders in congress who come 
from above lDixie’s line. 

Occasionally bitter words, calculated to stir 
the passions of twenty-five years ago, are 
heard in the halls of congress, but they are 
rare, and to the honor of the southern men it 
must be said that such expresgions have long 
since ceased to fall from their lips. When 
they come from others they are met with a 
calm dignity or with perfect indifference. The 
attempt to revive dead animosities in the de- 
bate on the pension billin the house wasa 
ludicrous failure. Two or three

exhibited themselves in au extrav- 
agant dispiay of passion, but every- 
body bere understood that these 


gentlemen were really not suffering from any 
great rush of emotion or from any over-supply 
of gall. They were only making stupid cam- 
paign speeches pitched on a key which might 
have been thrilling ten or fifteen years ago 
but 1s flat and discordant now. 

It wasan adroit trick of a great politician 
when Mr. Blaine, on the eve of the republican 
national *convention of 1876, materialized 
the ghost of Andersonville and expatiated 
on its hideous features in the house of repre 
sentatives. Thattrick, for it was nothing 
more, came near making Mr. Blaine president. 
But, if you will notice, that was the last sec- 
tional speech incongress which created any 
sensation. 1t was the last desperate harangue 
In reply Senator Hill 
ed up with consummate gkill, and closed 
th matchless eloguence the“defanse of the 
uth. It stocd against Mr. Blaine’s dashing 
that there has been no 
attack on the south of suflicient importance 
to deserve areply. For the last timed leader 
of the republican party walked to the front 
and raised the sectional issue in congress. The 
«ffort to do so has often been made since that 
time, but never by an acknowledged leader 
or by more than incidental illusions. This 
cause, Which was never espoused by men of 
big heart, is now scorned by men of big brain 
as well, ard is left to a class of 

CHEAP DEMAGOGUES, 
who are teo narrow to 
a broader duty and (“too dull to 
perceive that they are threshing straw. WHat 
a contrast, Was presented between the speech 
of Mr. in 1576 and the one he made just 
after the election of 1581! The former aroused 
the spirit of his entire party: possibly it 
brought to it recruits in the north; certainly it 
gave him a following filled with an enthusiasm 
surpassing that for any other leader of his 
party. In the eyes of his admirers he 
appeared as the champion of the wrongs of 
the north for which the south had made full 
atonement. In 1884, a littlemore than eight 
years Jater, he struck the same strain. How 
different was the response. His arraignment 
of the scuth was fully as impassioned as it had 
been before. He had the advantage of ad- 
dressing a party piqued and an- 
gered by defeat, instead of one in complacent 
and apparently secure control of the govern- 


comprehend 


ment. Circumsiances had contributed all 
they could give to aid the effeet 
of his words on this last occasion. With 


everything in his favor except the truth, his 
last speech did not waken an echo. It was 
greeted by the masses of his own party with 
regret, and by the public generally as an ount- 
burst of the impotent and unmeaning rage of a 
defeated presidential candidate. Horace 
Greelye’s defeat broke his heart. Mr. Blaine’s 
defeat disarranged his liver. 

Now, I believe it would be impossible 
for any man in either housa of 
congress “make ai sectional. speech 
from which iis party could reap any advan- 
tage. This hypothesis is immensely strength- 
ened by the fact that none of the republican 
leaders try this tack. They are remarkably 
keen political sailors, and if the breeze turns 
with the slightest variation they do not fail 
to discover it. Iam afraid some of them do 
not look beyond the advantage of party. 
but this blind devotion to party 
itself strengthens the assumption that they 
can nol nger profit by trying to renew the 
sectional issne. It is a fair inference from the 
tone of congress and from theexpressions of 
the persons one meets in Washington from all 
parts of the country that the hatred of one 
section forthe other is dead; that distrust of 
one bythe otheris dying; thata complete 
union of sentiment is eyery day rising toward 
its consummation, in which all traces of bit- 
terness will be obliterated. Fr. H. B.

DYNAMITER IN LIMBO. 


‘Ee telisthe Reporter ot Hie Travels, Fseape and 
Other Interesting Things—His Bonds Signed 
and He Will Go Beck to UCOartersville— 
A Hitch astothe Reward Offered. 


Tobe Jackson was arrested at Cartersville 
yesterday morning by Deputy Marshal Garri- 
son. 

He is now in Fulton county jail, and looks 
as happy as a Jark. 7 

Deputy Marshal Garrison had started up the 
Western and Atlantic railroad Tuesday night, 
and as the train rojled out from Cartersville 
Jackson came walking through the coach, and 
as he passed the seat upon which Mr. Garrison 
was sitting, that gentleman recognized him, 
and jumping up placed bis hand upon his 
shoulder and said : 

“Tobe Jackson.” 

“That's it, and this is Mr. Garrison,” was 
the reply,as Tobe Jaekson wheeled around 
aud faced the cflicer. 

“You are my prisoner.” 

“T am?” 

"Te 

“Well, then, I guess I am, but I just want to 
say right here, that I ain’t going to have no 

HANDCUFFS AND CHAINS 
placed on me. I will go with you, and yon 
kpow what I say I will do, I will stick to.” 

Thé officer consented and invited him toa 
seat by hisside. When Jackson had got com- 
fortab y seated he began talking as though 
notbing had happened. At Tilton the two men 
chenged trains and came back to Atlaata, 

Jackson walked with Mr Garrison to the 
ro arshal’s office, where he remained for some 
time, and was then carried to the jail. He 
did not seem the least worried, but took mat- 
ters quietly and good humoredly. 

During the evening a CONSTITUTION man 
called at the jail, and was admitted to where 
Jackson Was. 

“Another dinged newspaper man,” said the 
man of may seusations as he walked up. 

“Yes, that is it,” replied the reporter. 

“] think I have talked enou h today,” con- 
tinued Jackson, as he eyed the reporter. “You 
fellows love to pump a man, If all was true 
that has gone into the papers about me 

I WOULD BE HUNG,” 

“Say, that was a slick escape at Chatta- 
nooga.” 

Juckson shrugged his shoulders, batted his 
eyes and replied: 

“Yes, it was, but it like to have killed Mr. 
Marphy. I didu’t want to leave him, bat I had 
vo idea of being brought to Atlanta in chains. 
Iam no dog, andif Mr. Marphy hadn’t cuffed 
and chained me I would have come with him.”’ 

“How did you get tie chains off your legs?’ 

“Easy enough, You see they were fastened 
around the legs of my boots, and I slipped my 
boots off while my coat was over my lap. 
pulled the chains otf, put my boots back on 
and stuck the chains down in the legs. It 
took some time to dothis, but I knew it was 
my only hope of escape. I had everything 
ready, and when Mr. Murphy went out of the 
car 

I MADE THE GRAND BREAK 
and was out ofthe window in a pair of sec- 
ovds. Iran down the track some distance 
and crawled under a freight car, where I re- 
msined for some time, and then crawlod out 
and knocked around until the freight train 
was ready to pull out. I got on board and 
came down to Cartersville, and I havn’t been 
ten miles fromthere since until I come here.” 

“Was you arrested ordid yon give up?” 

“Tl was arrested, but I intended to give up 
in a few days. I had made all my arrange- 
ments to do so.” 

“Where had you started when Mr, Garrison 
arrested you?” 

“] was going up to Calhoun to see how pro- 
hibition worked.” 

“You are a wet man 

“Am I? Well you can pnt your rocks on 
that. Iam wetall over, and I expect to re 
main so..I don’t beleve in this confounded 
probibition business, and I expect to keep on 
fighting it.” 

“Well, now, about your Texas trip. Why dri 
you go?”

‘That dynamite business is what——”

proven on me. I had nomoreto do with it 
than youdid. While Iam considered a hard

“Then, youthink you will come out all 
right?” , 

“Of course Ido. I have been in law suits 
all my Jife and have never paid out fifty dol- 
lars ”’ 

“Yon can give bond ?”

My bonds 
bere willonly be one hundred dollars each, 
aud Mr. Garrison has gone to Cartersville to 
get them signed.” 

Jackson talked for some time, and showed 
that he wasawet man now and expected to 
remain 60 = 69He spoke kindly of Deputy Mar- 
shal Murphy. and said he was never treated 
better bv any one. 

Mr. Gurrison returned from Cartersville last 
night with the bonds properly signed, and to- 
day Jackson will be carried to Cartersville, 
where he will give bond in four cases there, 
one of which is the dynamite case. 

WHAT CAPTAIN NELMS SAYS. 

Captain Nelms says that Friday last nego 
tiations were opened with parties in Carters- 
ville for the giving up of Jackson. At that 
time the captain was passing through Carters- 
ville with James McCoy, and he told the partivs 
that he would send a man up to see what 
was Wanted. Monday Deputy Marshal 
Garrison went to Cartersville and, cominz 
back to Atlanta, reported to Captain Nelms 
that Jackson was ready to surrender if he 
was allowed to pay off the whisky cases 
against bim and not be sent to jail, and also 
to jet the case for intimidating a witness be 
put off till next spring. The marshal con- 
sulted District Attorney Hill and Judge 
McCay, who agreed to the terms, provided 
nothing happened after the trial begun to in- 
terfere. 

It now appears that there is some hitch in 
the question of the $200 reward offzred by the 
stste.

DISCRIMINATIONS DEFEAT AN IM- 
PORTANT ENTERPRISE. 


Harralson Brothers & Co. Prepare for the Man- 
ufacture of Plug Tobacco on an Extensive 
Scale—They Make Unpleasant Discover- 
ies—More Unjust Rates, Etc. 


A striking illustration of the injustice done 
Atlanta in the matter of discrimimations in 
freight charges was s brought to. light yester- 


day. 

Harralson Brothers & Co., with Mr. N. P. T. 
Finch as a partuer, had determined to mann- 
facture on a large scale several grades of plug 
tobacco. They had so far perfected their plans 
as to rent a building for the temporary accom- 
modation of their business. Their intention 
was to begin at once the erection of a factory 
on Marietta street, three stories hh. The 
lot they own, and upon which they would 
have erected their factory, is near the Haiman 
plow factory, and is sixty by eighty feet. 
Mr. P. H. Harralson returned Tucsday from 
Richmond, Va., where he had contracted for 
all necessary machinery, of the latest and 
most approved pattern, for the manufacture of 
plug tobacco. He had also engaged a man- 
ager, am expert who has had twenty-eight 
years’ experience in his business. This gen- 
tleman accompanied Mr. Harralson to Atlanta. 
Besides these preparations, a large number of 

skilled operatives had been engaged to come 
to Atlanta to labor in the factory. 

At 4 o'clock yesterdey afternoon the man- 
ager engaged by Mr. Marralson returned to 
Richmond, the plans or the firm having been 
utterly defeated. 

Freight discriminations against Atlanta 
caused this much-to-be-regretted result. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter called on Mr. 
Harralson and asked for a statement of the 
facts, 

“Why.” he said, “we conld not afford to 
enter into a business of the magnitude we 
proposed without carefully counting the costs. 
We 

NTENDED TO BUILD A FACTORY, 

and to pone st between two hundred and three 
hundied operatives. All our plans were ma- 
tured. When I arrived in Atlanta from Rich- 

mond, bringing the manager we had engaged, 

we proceeded at once to examine into the 
matter of freight charges. The result was that 
we were forced to abandon our enterprise,” 

‘What discovery did you make ?”’ 

* We discovered that manufactured tobacc 
could be shipped from Richmond to i art 
for about what it would eost to ship the leaf 
from: Cincinnati or Louisville to Atlanta. We 


discovered that from Cincinnati aud Louisville ° 


the leaf could be shipped to Richmond, a 
distance one hundred miles longer than from 
either of those cities to Atlanta, for twenty- 
four cents per one hundred pounds, in q uanti- 
ties of from one hogshead to one hundred 
hogsheads. Weiscovered that the rate from 
Cincinnati and Louisville, per one hundred 
pounds for similar quantities, was sixty-eight 
cents,’ 

‘Those were certainly discouraging discov- 
eries. 

“They certainly were. It was our in- 
tention to manufacture from half a 
million to a million pounds of leaf tobacco per 
year. We expected to bring it from Cincin- 
nati, Louisville and Richmond. Atlanta is a 
tine point for Kentucky and Virginia tobacco 
to meet. If it were not for freight discrimi- 
nations there is no earthly reason why Atlanta 
should not rapidly become a leading center for 
the manufacture of tobacco. But, as matters 
stand, what can we do?”’ : 

“Why not consult the railroads and try to 
indute them to make a better rate?” 

“That has been done, but without avail. In 
one instance we were told that nothing could 
be done. In another we were told that the 
matter would be referred for investigation, but 
were informed at the same time that it would 
require several months.”’ 

“Suppose you should consume five hundred 
thousand dollars worth of leaf tobacco per 
year, what amount of freight charges wou!d 
you be compelled to pay over that paid by 
Richmond manufacturers upon the same num- 
ber of pounds?’ 

‘In round numbers, we would be compelled 
to pay five thousand dollars. That is, the 
Richmond manufacturers would have the ad- 
vantage over us of from one cent to one and a 
half cents per pound of manufactured tobac- 
co.” 

“Have any other cities 

THE ADVANTAGE OVER ATLANTA 
n the matter of rates on leaf tobacco?” 

“A score or moro, at equal distances froin 
Cincinnati and Louisville, have the advantage. 
Among them are Danville, Va., Petersburg, 
Va., P hiladelphia, and New York, Itis use- 
less for manufacturers to attempt to compete 
with manufacturers in those cities while the 
present unjust rates are maintained. T'o do so 
would be like throwing so much money in the 
fire. 

The gentleman whom Harralson Brothers « 
Co. had employed to manage their proposed 
factory, was present during theinterview. He 
expressed regret that their plans had been de- 
feated, and appeared to be much surprised at 
the peculiar position of Atlanta with reference 
to freight rates. He wanted to know why the 
discriminations complained of existed, bat no- 
body present could give him the information. 

“Tt seems to me,” he said, “that the raii- 
roads would be as much interested in Atlanta 
as in any other city they rexch. What builds 
up Atlanta certainly ought to build them up.”’ 

“That is all true, but the railroads don't see 
it that way,’ said Mr. Harralson. ‘‘Just keep 
in mind the fact, that in the shipment of leaf 
tobacee from Cincinnati and Louisville to 
Richmond and Atlanta, thereisa discrimina- 
tion of forty-four cents r one hundred 
pourds against Atlanta. Keepin mind, also, 
the fact thet Richmond is one hundred miles 
fu.ther from Cincinnati and Lonisville than 
Atlanta is. It is well to keep another fact in 
view: Atlanta shonid not consent longer to 
remain throttled by the railroads.”
